BprlnglJeld, Ills., M»rch 23.— A ter- 
rible explMlon of gat in the mine of 

tbe ACiens Coal company, at Athens, 
Menard county, 20 ^ miles north of 
Springfield, reenlted in tbe death or 
■iz men jkd one being ■eriously in- 
jured. 1%e dead are: Jobn Rogers, 
Pred Iitipke, S. Gordnerf, James Pa- 
trick. Auguat Noel. David Myers. Id- 
Jnred: Carl Joerjnich. 

An entry in the mine had been for 
some time stopped up on account of 
gas. and an attempt wan made to open 
*lt by drilling another entry In order 
to gllow air to enter, and gas to es- 
cape. W^ile engaged in this work a 
miner ilred through to tbe stopped-up 
chamber, causing a terrific explosion 
of gas, which bad accumulated in the 
chamber. Nine men were In the mine 
at tbe time, and as a result six were 
killed outright and Joerjnich badly in- 
jured. Two men esoapcd. Some of 
the men Ullled wer(! hurled 100 fcot 
from where the ^ explosion oocni ioil. 
Joerjnich was brought to Springtield 
and taikeo to, fit John bospltaL

Rerolutlonlsts Capture n Fort Near 
the City of San Domingo. 
San Domingo, Mareta S3.— •Tbe rero- 

lutlonlsts have attacked and captured 
one of the forts defending this city. 
Many men wtM killed on both sides. 
The fighting continues. The garrison 
of Fort San Carlos, about two miles 
from CBts city, has declared itself In 
favor of the revolutionists. President 
Vasques is absent in the interior of 
tbe repablio. 

Rising at New Orleans. 
New Orleans. March 23.— With all 
the Louisiana levees on tbe main 
stream holding, the river continues to 
rise slowly here. Tbe gauge registers 
20.1, a rise of one-tenth in 2:1 hours. 
If the present rate of rise is continued 
the weather bureau's prediction of 21 
will be realised. The temporary 
levees fbat have been built along the 
commercial front are now high enough 
to stand this maximum, and consider- 
ably more. No news of fresh 
crevasses has reached here. As a 
matter of fact beyond tbe trifling 
break tfO miles down the river, the 
damage from which Is inconsequen- 
tial, and the Bougero break in Concor- 
dia, all Louisiana levees along the 
river have sustained the stfaln against 
them. 



. Miners Appeal to Roosevelt 
Wheeling, "W- Va.. March 23. — ^Tbe 
miners of eastern Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia are dlssatisfled with the alleged 
whitcwashinK of llriiti'ii States Mar- 
shal Dan W. Cunningham, and will ap- 
peal directly to President Roosevelt. 
The Ohio VnlU y Trades and Labor as- 
sembly drafted the appeal. Represen- 
tatives from 44 local union in West 
Virginia and 16 }n Ohio were present 
The resolutions adopted were mild 
reflections of the sentiments expremk 
ed on the killing of the men.

Mrs. Broome took 
with her their little girl, and is said 
to have proceeded directly to her 
home In Washington, D. Q., after 
WprtllBf New York. She and her bus- 
Nm dlMsreed. it la said, over Jier re- 
iU«al to return to Cayey. 

To Count Uncle Sam's Cash. 

New York, March 23. — Hamilton 
Flflh waH Installed nn assistant United 
States treasurer in this city. Mr. Fish 
ragppotetad Ooelrge W. Mariow as 
deputy assistant United 8tnt>w treas- 
urer and cashier, and Edward liaie as 
asRlBtant cashier, both of whom have 
served for a number of years. With 
Mr. Vlth came two expert money 
counters, who will count the |300,000,- 
000 of cash and securities now in the 
vaults. This, it Is expected, will take 
two months. 



Grand Rapids', Mich., March 23. — 
Fire at tbe large greenhouse plant of 
Henry Smith, Just west of tbe city, re- 
sulted in the death of ' Daniel Mc- 
Queen, an employe, and |35,000 dam- 
ago to property. The flames spread lo 
the boardlnghouso where the em- 
ployes lived. O. Bailey was overcome 
by smoke and rescued from the board- 
lnghouso with difficulty. He will live. 



0HABOE8 HELD OBOUNDLESS. 

Becretitfry Root Acts on Rathbone's AI* 
l^stlons Against Wood. 
Washiifgton. March 23. — Secretary 
Root took official action on the 

charges made by E. O. Rathbone 
against Brigadier General Leonard 
Wood. Ho nade an endorsement on 
the^pers saying that no answer to 
the charges were required from Gen- 
eral Wood, and no action will be tak- 
en thereon; that It was known to the 
secretary of war that the charges In 
every respect were without Justillca- 
tion. The secretary refers to the part 
taken by the military povrrnor in 'the 
postofilce cases in which Rathbone 
was a defendant, saying that General 
Woo'l at every step bad the approval 
of the secretary of war. and exercised 
only such cnntro! as wai necessary as 

military g^ovcrnor. 

Secretary Wood refers to the game 
of Jal Xlal, and declares that the gift 
accepted by General Wood bad no re- 
lation whatever to any action of his, 
but was part of the expression of grat- 
itude of the Cuban people toward the 
representative of the United States. 
To have refused tbe gift would have 
been discourteous and unjustiflable. 
The action of the customs officials In 
reference to the gift, the secretary 
says, was strictly in accordance with 
the law and official propriety. The en- 
dorsement closes as follows: "There 
is no foundation for the charges." 

Judge Roasts the Jury. 

Cleveland, March 2?. — "A weak and 
sontinienlal j\iry has made the public 
proclamation that murder committed 
by a woman is no crime in this coun- 
ty." With these words Judge Netf, in 
the , criminal court, assailed the jury 
that acquitted Mrs Wiurkuwski ol 
the murder of her husband, and made 
her a free woman. The Judge used 
this forcible language In condemning 
the Jury while he was sentencing 
Charles Janowskl to the penitentiary. 
Janowskl was given a life sentence for 
the murder of Mrs. Wlurowski's hus- 
band. A feature of the testimony in- 
troduced by the defense was the at- 
tempt to show that Janowskl bad been 
hypnotlted by the woman. 

Whole Town Fought the Fire. 
Shelton, Neb., March 23.— A falling 
wall caught several volunteer firemen 
here. Fred Colby was dragged out 
alive from beneath tbe debris. The 
fire originated In the office of a news- 
paper and three buildings, with their 
contents, were destroyed. 1.4iter the 
smouldering ruins were fanned into a 
blaze and Morris' drugstore, Souther- 
land's drugstore and Hart's hardware 
store caught fire. The town being 
without fire protection, more than 3uu 
men, women and children turned out 
to flght the flames, which, aided by a 
strong wind, threatened the entire 
buuiaess district. 



Unveiling of Sherman Statue. 

Cincinnati, March 23.— Owing to a 
change in tbe time for the unveiling 
of the statue of General William T. 
Sherman, from May next to Oct. 16, 
because of the inability of President 
Roosevelt and his cabinet to ho pres- 
ent In May. General Orenville M. 
Dodge, president of the Society of the 
Army of tbe Tennessee, has ordered 
a postponement of the meeting of that 
society from May till Oct 15. at Wash- 
ington. D. C. A circular to that effect 
has been Issued by Colonel Cornelius 
Cadle of Cincinnati, tbe recording 
secretary. The orator will be Colonel 
D. B. Henderson. 



Perished In a Bliaxard. 

Rongls, Wyo., March 28. — While 

driving sheep herder.s acro.ss their 
dead line, five cattlemen are supposed 
to have perished in the Sweet- 
water country. A posse is scouring 
the country in search of them. It is 
no longer hoped to find any of them 
alive. They started in pursuit of out- 
fits of Mormon sheepmen tbe morning 
of March 17. Fifty-six other cow- 
boys accompanied them. At the sign 
of a passing blizzard the rest pave up 
the quest, returning in time, although 
early In the day they separated Into 
several parties. 

Men Ordered Released. 
Jefferson City, Mo., March 23.— I. L. 
Page, newspaper correspondent, and 
Cole HIekox, senate clerk, who were 

committed to Jail for contempt of the 
house of representatives In refusing 
to answer questioiui put by that body 
as to where and for what purpose 
they came Into possession of |1,000 
eadi, were released by the 'supreme 
court on a writ of habeas corpus. The 
investigatiou In th.e house grew out of 
the charges of bribery lo Connection 
with tVe enactment of oertain legisia* 
Ucn.

CRITIStl GOVERNMENT'S DECISION. 



Now Serving a Life Sentence For 
the Murder of Her liiishiind. 
Kngland's Debt and the 
Colonies— ForelgB Mews. 



London, March 23.— Mrs. Florence 
Maybrlck. the American woman who 
was convicted at Liverpool in ISS'.i on 
tbe charge of poisoning her husbacd, 
James Maybrlck, by arsenic, and 
whose sentence of death was commut- 
ed to penal servitu.de for life, will be 
released In 1904. The announcement 
comes from the home offlcc. which 
now authorizes her Washington law- 
yen to use tbe fact of her release 
next year as a reason for securing tbe 
postponements of the trial of the law- 
suits boarlBg OB the prisoner's inter

est in land in Kentucky, Virginia and 
West Virgins. 

Those who are in a position to 
know say that Home Secretary Akers- 
Douglas has shown great courte.sy in 
connection with the suits now pend- 
ing In Xmerlca, that tbe decision to re- 
lease Mrs. Maybrlck was entirely due 
to efforts on this side of the Atlantic, 
and that Ambass-ador Herbert has 
never been called upon to act In this 
matter. 

John Bull's Burden. 
London, March 23. — There is un- 
doubtedly a growing demand by the 
people of this country that the self- 
governing colonies should bear a 
lar^'-'r share of the cost of the Im- 
perial defense. The Saturday Review, 
referring to the subject, argues ss fol- 
lows: "Supposing for a moment that 
Canada was a separate country. She 
would be forced, especially as her 
wheat export increases, to keep a con- 
siderable fleet to defend her merchant- 
men, and yet Sir Wilfred Laurier 
maintains that Canada is doing her 
full share In the Imperial difensr Ijv 
buil'liug railways, most of which were 
qjadc possible by the employment 
of English capital." Tbe real 
meaning of this and similar argu- 
ments Is that .John Hull, in spite of his 
broad back, is groaning under an In- 
come tax of 16 pence on the £1. and 
is anxious to be relieved of the load. 

Disorders in Southern Chins. 
Psris, March 23.— It is said at the 
foreign office here that recent official 
reports show there is a growing state 
of disorder In southern China, partic- 
ularly along the border of French 
Indo-China. chiefly due to the opera- 
tions of bands of Chinese brigands. 
Prench interests have received rea- 
sonable protection until lately through 
the vigilance of .Mandarin Su SI, but 
since he has been superaeded there 
has been much lawlessness and many 
depredafions. Although the French 
authorities have not yet taken dctlnite 
action, the officials here confirm the 
repoi'ts from Shanghai to the effect 
that a oonttnugnoe of the disorder will 
undoubtedly lead to the sending of 
Ft'ench troops across the border to 
suppress the brigands. 

Wrigbfe Rsquest Refused. 

ixmdon, March 2.3. — The home oflllce 
has declined to adopt Whitaker 
Wright's suggestion that it withdraw 
the extradition proceedings and altow 
him to return to London 'from New 
York on his own aooord. 

Anthracite Trade. 

Philadelphia, March 23. — A decrease 
in the Hard coal traffic Is enabling tbe 

Reading company to fill the bins at 
Landlngville, Pa, and other storage 
yards. The coal shipments over the 
Reading main line have been reduced 
from 10,000 to 7,000 ears weekly and 
large quantities of chestnut, pea and 
buckwheat coal has been unloaded 
Into the chutes at Reading. There Is 
a heavy demand for anthracite In the 
west, which is being regularly sup. 
plied.

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has issued a circular 'annodbdng an im- 
portant declBion on the privilegep of a 
farmer or tobacco raiser to market bis 
tobacco. The dreolsr is la answer to a 
Collector apking information as to what 
constitutes a dealer in tobacco, if a raiser ol 
tobacco may stem and twist his own 
product, dec. The reply In part is ss fol- 
lows : 

"First— That CoDKres.i lian never Impost d n tax 
on natural leaf tobacco in tbe liands of (armera, 
but only upon leaf toba<'CO which they nay 
have Hold direotly to consumprs. 

'■Second— I'nder the present Inw a tax of fi 
cents p<T po\ind is imposed upon all tobacco 
ateromed or twisud by afsnMtnottatsndsdfor 
his own pers.iuHl use. 

"Third- A farmer may stem and twist tobacco 
for his own use without incurring liability to tax 
on such tobacco. 

"Fourth— Stemming or twisting tobacco ti re- 
garded an manufacturing, and a grower or plant- 
er cannot lawfully stem or twlRt bis tobaceo (or 
■ale, or for tbe purpose of giving it away, with- 
ont peyment ol tax. I( he should engage In that 
bnslnsw, he would be regarded as a maanfact- 
nrer oi tobeooo and be required to qualify as 
■nob by registeilag with the Collator ol the dis- 
triot, flUsg statement and bond, and to peck, 
label sad staap bis ptodnot."

Paris, March 23.— An official dis- 
patch has been received here from 
Caracas, giving the causes which led 
up to President Castro's resignation. 
It shows that this action was not a 
mere formality, as some of the dis* 
patches imllcatcd, but was the out* 
growth of KtTinur; comlitioris caused 
hy tbe receut internatioaal entangle- 
menta. The dispatch says the main 
cause of the president's resignation 
was the troubles with Germany, 
which. Tn'sidt'.s Ittinj; (liflirull of solu- 
tion, have caused widespread alarm. 
Tbe srtuatlon, It Is added, has been 
further oomplicated by tho activity of 
the revolutionary bands. 

The clispiatch clearly conveys the 
Imrpession that the resignation of 
General Caatro is indicative of the 
present condition of unrest and Insta- 
bility in Venexuela, probably fore- 
shadowing a jaafrai ebaafo of gov- 
ernment. 

It is tit'lievod in Berlin that the res- 
ignation, of President Castro of Ven- 
esuela was designed to' teeure an en- 
dorsement of tiirt [jnlicy in the form of 
a request from Veue/.iielan conRress 
that he retain office. In any case the 
German foreign office expects General 
Castro's successor will carry out the 
terms of the protocol, and it in not 
thouRht that any fresh complications 
are likely to >;row out of the present 
turn ot politics at Caracas. 

Castro's Resignation Not Accepted. 

Caracas, .March 23. — President Cas- 
tra tendered his resignauon to tbe 
Venezuelan congress, which, by a 

unaniniony vote, declined to accept it 
and aski.'d lym to reconsid<'r his de- 
cision. The congressional hall was 
crowded and all the members o( tbe 
diplomatic corps were preeent When 
President Castro read his messape to 
couBres^s. Touching on the rjuestion 
of the rt'fciit foreign intervention. 
President Castro said It had been 
brought about by a league of people 
who, iinaliN' to sulmiit their claims to 
the impartiality of thi' tribunals, had 
employed force, aiid that bicause ho 
refused to submit to tbe Anglo-Ger- 
man exaotions. they In collusion with 
the revolutionary general Matoa, en- 
deavored to get rid of him. 

Claim She is a Pirate. 

Port of Si)ain. Trinidad, March t:..— 
The British cruiser Pallais has seized 
the Venezuelan warship RestauHMor, 
on the ground that she Is a pirate. 
The ease against the Restaurador 
cites that soon after she was handed 
over to the Venezuelan authorities by 
the German commodore, she began 
acts of piracy and robbery on tbe blgb 
seas. It Is charged that she received 
the car>;ocs of vessels, then disman- 
tled anil abandoned the craft. 

Report Not Confirmed. 

London. .March 23.- The torelsn of- 
fice has nu contlrraation of the report- 
ed seizure of the Venezuelan gunboat 
Restaurador by the British cruiser 
Pallas, on the ground that the former 
had aoteii in a piratical n.aiini r. The 
officials here say they can not imagine 
why the Restaurador should have 
been seised. Tbe foreign office has 
heard nothing direct from Caracas re- 
irarding President Castro's resigns* 
tlon. 

Said to Be Original Jack the Ripper, 
.New York, March 23. — A London 
dispatch was printed here alleging 
that George Chapman, who was Oon- 
vtoted of th" nuirrler of seversi wo- 
men In London, was the original "Jaclc 
the Ripper" It was further stated 
that Caapman had opened a harbor 
shop In Jersey City some years ago. 
and that soon aftiT Ms inrlval thert> 
a repetillon of these "Jack llie Kip- 
per" murders occurred in Jersey City. 
According to the dispatch. Chapman 
was s Pole, his real name being Klos- 
owskl. Investigation by the Jersey 
City police failed to show any trace 
of Kiosowskl. or Chapman, and search 
of the records revealed no traoe ot 
any "Jaclc the Ripper" orlmo ta Je^ 
■ey City. 

New York, March 23.— The indict- 
ment of murder in the first degree 
against Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy has 
been dismissed. Dr. Kennedy was 
charged with the murder of Dolllo 
Reynolds, In tho Grand hotel, on Aim 
16, 1898. Kennedy was convicted and 
was in the death house at Sing Sing 
tor SI months, until a new trial was 
ordered. On the new trial the Jury 
dlsasroed and he waa roleaaed on ball.

90MB SUGGIisnONS AS TO SMALL 

POX. 

Tbe preeeot is no time to theorize or 
cooj«etiu« M to the caoie of the inoreaee 
in the namber of oaiee ol ■null pox in 
this city. Most of ua have our opinions 
on that point. Certain it is that some of 
the aimplest rulee approved by practice 
and by plain oommoa nqm hvn been 
violated by people who know or oo^t to 
have known better. 

What ia needed now ia prompt and 
vigoroaa meararaa to rid the city of the 
peat To thia end tbeae aoggeatlona are 
offered : 

ISuggeation 1— Tbe i)roper authorities 
■hoold see to it that all tbe residenta of 
the dty are vaodnated jtut aa mod as 
poasible. If necessary, a physician should 
be appointed for each ward, and tlicre 
should be a bouse-to-bouse visitation. 
The work should be done systematically 
and tboroagbly. 

SuRjjeetinii J— The proper authorities 
should see that the atllicted families are 
entirely isolated. Notlee shoold be 
given them tbat oi^ oOempl U> Itene Iheir 
hma and mingle with other people*wouU iv- 
tull in their immediate removal to the peil 
home. 

SogRestion 8— Let an effldent and re- 
liable sanitary police be appointed to see 

that the rules in rej^ard to isolation are 
enforced and to attend to tbe thorough 
disinfection of afliaoted premises, and tlic 
dinn/eetion and dettrwHon of dothing, beds 
and bedding of the anilcted families. It 
is as important to have tbe clothing first 
disinfected aa to have it destroyed. 

Suggestion 4— Paople who are known 
to have been expoaed to the contagion 
shoold be isolated until all danger of 
their developing tbe diaease ia gone. 

Hopceation 6— Tbe statates against con- 
oealUg a case of the diaeaae ahould be 
rigidly enforced. If a physician ehould 
be found guilty be should be given tbe 
limit of the law. Any family found vio- 
lafting tbe law in this respect, shoold not 
only be daed, bat shoald be promptly re- 
moved to the pest house. 

Suggestion 0 — blops, waate matter, dc, 
from the affected homes shoold be de- 
stroyed, and not thrown into t^e streetf, 
alleys or back yards. The sanitary police 
could see to tbe enforcement of tbia rule. 

The BcLuena ventorea the statement 
that if BOUM aoeh sogtsstions aa these 
are carried out the city will be rid of 
tbe pest in a short time. But if present

GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 

The Bristol (Pennaylvania) Board of 
Health has been actively engaged for fif- 
teen months in "stamping out" small- 
pox. But it will not down. It has made 
a straight, stand-up fight for anpremacy 
and up-to-date haa won. At last the 
local authoritiea of Bristol have dedded 
npon measares which will certainly reach 
the case, and these measures thirty or 
forty years ago would have been prompt 
ly adopted for the sapprassion <rf any 
contagious disease by the authorities of 
this place. A bouse-to-bouae viaitation 
hMlieen ordered for the porpoae of sys- 
tematic vaccination. The town has been 
divided into seven districts, and a trust- 
worthy vaccine physician appointed for 
each district. Tbe physicians are in- 
strocted to report the names of all per- 
sons who refuse to be vaccinated, and 
thaae names will be published in the 
lofial papers, iwlolton most be main- 
tained until all danger of infsoCkm haa 
diaappeared.
